THE COST OF LITINO. 


Tho New York Timet prints a state- 


ment concerning the cost of living— 
the procuring of faod, shelter and 
clothing—from which it appears that 
an income which wolud support a fami- 
ly in a givou stylo of living three years 
ago will to-day support tbe same family 
in the same circumstances and leave a 
margin of "froca fifteen to twenty-five 
per cent, for the bank account. 


It is admitted by experienced mer- 


chants that the average wholesale priecs 
of articles of family consumption is 
from twonty»five to thirty-throe and a 
third per; cent, lower at this time 
than in 1873 before the panic. But 
most housekeepers argue that if there 
has been a shrinkage in values they 
have received no benefit from it. Per 
baps twenty out of twenty five are 
firmly persuaded that it of necessity 
costs them as much to livo now as it 
did three yean ago. 


This seeming contradiction is ex- 


plained by retail dealers in various 
wayj. 
One explanation, and a _ very 


r.luuoiblo one, is to tho effect that as, 
prices go down people do not find it a 
hardship to pay the same price fora 
bettor article. Teas, whioh three years 
ago sold for eighty cents, now sell for 
fifty cents, and yet the people who usjdi 
eighty cent tea in 1873, use eighty pent 
tea in 187C. 
It is the same with flour, 


butter and other staples. People are 
living more generously than they did 
throe years ago, and spending no more 
money.. It has boon.Iqbsetrod' also, 
that as' rents came down, very many 
families took the opportunity1 of im- 
proving their location at,the-pld figures. 
f 'If Americans would benefit from the 
powering of market prices as the Ger- 
mans and French do, there is no doubt 
thatn considerable saving oould be made 
now as compared with tho possibilities 
'of 1873.
